The keeping of milk records Is not 
such a dlfllnill task II Is really an 
easy niptier and takes hut llftle time. 
1'he main advantage l.s that It enables 
a man to have an accurate knowledge 
of the producing ability of his cows, 
writes F I. Austin of Indiana in the 
Oronge .lurtd and Farmer It not only 
shows up the cows, but shows some- 
thing of what the man is made of 
It putn him in a claaa where those on 
the outside looking In would classify 
him aa a progressive dairyman. 

Back a dairyman I visited recently, 
and bis method of keeping tab on his 
cows was of particular interest be 
cause of its simplirlty. Iln had a milk 
record frame hanging on the wall 
near the center of the stable that was 
ss handy as any frame I have ever 
seen There are a number of differ 
ent styles of milk record frames in 
use, some more or less complicated 
and expensive in makeup than oth- 
ers, while some are mere makeakifts, 
but this one is homemaSS OBS MB Oaot 
Is practically nothing. * 

This frame, as sliown In the illus- 
tration. Is made by taking a board 
about 1 Inch thick and cutting It ap- 
proximately 3 feet aquare, or by tack-

dimension. On three of the edges 
tack 2 Inch (trips so that they set 
flush on one side and project an inch 
on the other. These strips form the 
border, or frame, inside of which Is 
placed the record sheet. A thin board 
Is then cut to lit elosely Inside the 
frame. The ^-dge of the frame on 
which there U no border strip will be 
the lower part of the frsme ss It 
hangs on the wall. Hore a quarter- 
inch hole in the upper end of each 
upright border strip Through each 
hole run a strong cord lo the corners 
of the loose board Cut the cord about 
3 Si feet long, and to the opposite 
ends attach weights heavy enough to 
balance the board In any position. 
Thta looaa board will cover up all of 
the lower part ef the sheet and pre 
voat it from getting soiled during 
To prerent It from flopping 
a wire tigktly across from 
right to left border about 2 inches 
from the lower end of the frame, al- 
lowing space enough for the protect 
tag board to alide up and down freely 
Between milklaga tke aheet may b« 
coveted ap eatlrely aad kept well pro- 
teeteS. A eoat of paint will add to 
the attraetiveneae of tke fraaM. or It 
may be almply wkitewaakoS.

ROADS PAY FOR THEMSELVES 



Oaparlment af Agriaulturs Colleeta 
Data khewing Land Values In- 
crease With Impeavements. 

The direct effect that cbangtng bad 
roads Into good roadi has upon land 
value and the general economic wel- 
fare of a community Is shown lo sev- 
eral concrete Illustrations gathered by 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. The departrteat has just Is- 
sued a statement on the subject, 
based upon a mass of information 
gathered by the ofBce ef public roads, 
which Is making a special study of the 
economic effect of road Improvement 
In the country. Aeeording to data 
gathered, where good roads replace 
bad ones, th« values at farm lands 
bordering on the roads Increase to 
such an extent that the cost of rosd 
Improvement is rqiislltcd, if not ex- 
ceeded. The geenral tend values, as 
well as farm valuee, siMw marked ad- 
vances, following the Improvement of 
roada. 

Among the illustratieas cited by the 
department are tbe foUowtng: 

In Lee county. Virginia, a farmer 
owned 100 acres between Den Hur 
and Jonesvllle, which be offered to 
sell for 11.800. In IMI this rosd was 
improved, and although the farmer 
fought the Improvement, he has since 
refused $:t,000 for his farm Along 
this same road s tract of acres 
was supposed to have been sold for 
16,000. The purchaser refused the 
contract, however, and the ownei 
threatened to sue hlia. After the 
road Improvement, snd without any 
Improvement upon the taad, the same 
farm was sold to the original pur- 
chaser for tS.OOO. 

In Jackson county, Alabama, the 
people voted a bond Issue of $2DO,OuO 
for road Improvement aad Improved 
2i per cent, of the roads. The cen- 
sus of 19U0 gives the valua of all farm 
lands in Jsckson couaty at |6.»0 per 
acre. The selling value at that time 
was from $6 to $15 per acre. The cen- 
sus of 1910 pIsces the value of all 
farm lands in Jackson county at |9.79 
per acre, and the selling price Is now 
tis to f23 per acre. Actugl figures of 
Increased vslue following •" — "* 
provement sre shprra. 

As the roads la no wa; ■ i 
fertility or quality of the farm, ad- 
vances are due essentially to the de- 
creaae In the cost of hauling produce 
to market or shipping points. Farms 
are now regarded as plants for the 
bualness of farming, and any reduc- 
tion In their profits through unneces- 
sarily heavy costs for hauling on bad 
roads naturally reduces their capltalU- 
stion Into values With reduced costs 
for hsuling profits are Increased, with 
the result that tke farm plant alwwa 
satisfactory earalBBi SB B MllttPtH^ 
Ital vslue. 

The automobile, also, has begun to 
be an Important factor la Increaaing 
rural valueo VhOM BHS MBtoBM in- 
troduced. 

Immigration is particularly marked 
where road conditlont. are favorable; 
in fact, the figures of the department 
seem to Indicate that good roads indl 
."•ectly incresse the demsnd for rural 
property; and the price of farm land, 
like that of any commodity, is ruled 
by tbe relation between demand and 
aupply. 



Auto and Qood Roada. 

Tbe auto baa come to atay and there 
Is no use lighting againat it or trying 
to penalize the ownera tor deatroying 
country roada. There ia no doubt that 
an auto will wear out a dirt road 
quicker than a team carrying 3,000 
pounda. and while tbe latter are pe- 
Dallied in aome atotea, all eftorta to 
give the same medicine to the ownera 
of autoa have tailed. The only remedy 
la to build roads that will aland the 
wear and tear of heavy wagons, autoa 
and aaytktas etoe aad Uaa take tke 



Duty ef People. 
The making of good roada ia oae of 
the moot important Satlea of the 
American people and their prompt 
repair and careful maintenance la es- 
aaattol There Is probably no sub- 
Jeet ta which the progressive farmer 
to mor e deeply Interested than that of 
having roads connecting him with bis 
market over which be may be able to 
haul greatest poaalbla load. Good 
roada. like all other gooS thiast, are 
expenalve to build aaS it Ms BHich 
ta ha aasl«etaS.
